Regarding the variables of formula I, the elected compound is where m - n = 0, X is 
oxygen, R,^ is alky! and R,;, is aryi, R2 is R6(CHR-)p {Rfs is aryl, R7 is hydroger; and p is 1}. and 
F?3, R,i and Rs are each hydrogen. Claims 28, 30-38 and 46-4S read on the elected species. 

it is not^ that upon aiiowance of a generic claim, applicants will be entltied to 
consideration of ciaims to additional species. 
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Applicants request rejoinder of the method claims of commensurate scope to the 
compositbn of matter claims upon allowance of claims directed to the elected invention, e.g., 
Applicants respectfisily request rejoinder of the subject matter corresponding to Groups V, VHl, 
XI, XiV, XVli and XX upon aliowance of the ciaims embodying the elected invention.
